The Lung Association reports that 

“sick buildings” contain high levels ol air 
pollution that can cause Increased com¬ 
plaints ol III health, moat often respiratory 
allmente, that can usually be traced to In¬ 
adequate ventilation. The moat wide- 
spread problems Include nasal conges¬ 
tion, sneesing, coughing, headache, fa¬ 
tigue, cheat tightening, nausea and eye Ir- 
ritatlon. 

The moat common cause ol these is, 
of course, tobacco smoke. However, oth¬ 
ers may be caused by formaldehyde gases 
from loam and furniture, airborrre viruses 
and bacteria, hydrocarbons from office 
copying machines, solvent fumes fr<w 
paint and varnish and caihon monoxide 

from outside traffic. 

Although most ol these contaminants 
have been present for a long time. In re¬ 
cent years they have become a greater 
problem because newer buildings are 
sealed and do not have windows that may 
be opened. Also, building operators are 
trying to hold down costs and energy by 
not using thsir circulation machinery pro¬ 
perly. . 

The Los Angeles County Lung As¬ 
sociation urges three basic steps to re¬ 
storing ‘^health” to sick buildings: 
e Eliminate as much tobacco smoke as 
possible — really all ol It. 
e Provide adequate ventilation. Qulde- 
llnes lor office buildings require a mini¬ 
mum ol live cubic feet ol outside air per 
minute per person. 

e Regularly clean and disinfect every j 
part of a ventilating, heating or cooling 
system to avoid build-up ol biological pol¬ 
lutants.

However, the cook became busy 
and not only overcooked her toast, but cut it 
too thin. The waiters served it that way and 
when the head waiter found out what had 
happened, he rushed over to the famous opera 

star and apologized. 

Melba was very gracious and truthfully 
told him the toast was fine. In fact, it was 
very tasty and complimented him on the 
“exquisite toast.” The head waiter was relieved, 
and vowed to name it Melba Toast. 

However, Peach Melba was created a bit 
differently, even though for the same Dame 
Nellie Melba. George Auguste Escofner, 
recognized as the “king of cooks,” was 
absolutely infatuated with melba. He attended 
her performance of “Elsa in Lohengrin,” and 
decided to create something special for her. At 
that tie, Escoffier was also a cooH at the Hotel 
Savoy.

Notes from the Attic

— Apr. 10, 1936; It took four days less than 
3 years and 7 months for justice to ring down 
the curtain on Floyd Benjamin Green, the so- 
called “stick-up artist” who splashed Sierra 
Madre across the front pages of the Southland 
papers when he held up and robbed the local 
savings bank of $1000. Green received 10 years 
to life for robbery, six months for kidnapping 
and 14 years for assault with intent to mur¬ 
der .. . Kiwanis Club marshalled 23 members 
for its meeting under the wistaria vine. 

— Apr. 12, 1951; Mrs. James Bryce Tyler 
was elected president of the Civic Club suc¬ 
ceeding Mrs. Paul Tate . . .

Students from Sierra 
Madre School took to 
the air again as they con¬ 
tinue their studies of avi¬ 
ation.
